Above this shopping floor will rise 
to the height of the first roof of thi 
main facade, eight stories. Befall- 
ing some way back from the id»«t, in 
the center of the block, and support- 
ing the dome, there will be four mors 
stories.

Baker's Hill Project Progressing 
With Fair Speed. 



Work is progressing with fairly 
good speed on the Baker'a hill tun- 
nel that is being constructed on the 
line of the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad, beginning just north of 
Goodlettsville, says the American. 
Large forces ot men are now at 
work on the approaches to the tun- 
nel and a considerable depth has 
been reached on the shaft that is 
being sunk at Kidgetop. The shaft 
at the latter place is to be 160 feet 
deep and about 50 feet of this has 
already been dug. 

It is the purpose of the contrac- 
tors to have the approaches and the 
shaft completed at the same time 
and then double shifts will be en- 
gaged on the excavation on the tun- 
nel proper. A force will be put at 
work at either end and at the same 
workmen will be tunneling from the 
raid way shaft to meet the end crews. 
In this way four sets of men will be 
employed constantly until the work 
is complete. It is the intention of 
the railroad company to have the 
tunnel open for trains by time of 
the beginning of the St. Louis Ex- 
position. 

The change in the line of the rail- 
road at one time bid fair to seri- 
ously inconvenience the residents of 
Ridgetop, but since the final selec 
tion of the tunnel route the people 
of this thriving resort now look 
upon the venture as a decided im- 
provement. The Ridgetop depot 
will only be removed about two 
blocks from its present site and the 
change in the railroad line will rid 
the town of the noise and duat of 
the trains. On account of the ex- 
treme elevation of the place quite a 
number of the business men ef Nash- 
ville have built their homes on top 
of the ridge, and as a great deal of 
money has been spent there on im 
proyements it is gratifying to the 
citizens of Ridgetop to know that 
they will not be deprived of rail- 
road facilities.

Last year Flannagau received a 
copy of the Kentickian containing 
the account of a recent decision of 
Orarha Court sustaining a suit 
night many years ago by John 
Flannagan, colored, against a 
number of wealthy citizens of Oma- 
ha for land upon which a large por- 
tion of what now constitutes the 
business section of Omaha is built. 

The story of his life, given by old 
John Flannagan, is novel, 
says be was born in Fluvanna 
County, Virginia, 90 years ago, 
that be was a slave of James Flan- 
nagan, a prominent citizen of the 
Fluvanna, in the ante-bellum days; 
$hat he well remembers his old Vir- 
ginia home and his "young mas- 
John BowleB Flannagan. 
During the Civil War he was host- 
ler tor Gen. Buckner. He lived for 
some time near Elkton, Ky., and la- 
ter near Clarksville, Tenn. At the 
close of the war he went West with 
a party of settlers operating in Ne- 
braska. He worked for an old 
newspaper man at Omaha for sev- 
eral years operating a handpress. 
Having no cash in hand to pay him, 
the old negro was given forty acres 
of land, considered at that time al- 
most worthless. 

Upon this the old darky built a 
cabin, where he has lived 
aince. Although he protested 
contended that the land was 
duriog the Omaha boom day 
one gave serious consideration to 
his claims, but took up the land and 
built on it. He employed couasel 
and took the matter into theCourts, 
where it has been pending for many 
years. The case has now been 
finally decided in the old negro's 
favor. 

Soon after receiving the paper 
giving account of old John's life, 
Mr. Flannagan wrote to him, and 
has corresponded with his attorney, 
who corroborates the statements 
made in regard to the suit. The 
editor of the Omaha World-Herald 
recently wrote to Mr. Flannagan 
that old John was anxious to see 
him, that he must come to Omaha 
at once, that he would rather see 
his "young master" than any one 
else, and that if be would come 
there he would give him all of his 
property valued at several million 
dollars. 

Mr. Flannagan is now in Omaha 
looking after his millions.

Wallace, as agreed, on that day 
and that the boy was compel 
remain over night without food or 
lodging and that he suffered physi 
cally and mentally and contracted 
a severe cold. 

On Saturday Ada Bryant filed 
suit for divorce from Carrington 
Bryant, alleging abandonment. 
This case will not be tried until the 
June term.

SHIP WITHOUT A FLAG. 

Curious Predicament of Former Nor- 
wegian Steamship Hero. 

Forbidden to carry cargo, to of- 
ficer or man the ship, or to use her 
own engines to propell her. became 
she is a steamship without a flng or a 
port to call her own, the former Nor- 
wegian tramp steamer Hero lnis been 
compelled to leave port in tow of the 
wrecking tug Rescue for New Vmk. 
says the Baltimore American. The 
vessel had been rebuilt in Baltimon 
from stem to stern and keel to truck, 
at a cost of $80,000. and is hs gool M 
new, having a capacity at B«ft00 iou< 
of cargo and a speed of ten knots, yet 
the navigation laws of the Unites' 
State* say that she cannot be regis- 
tered as an American ship, and as she 
lost her Norwegian registry she is a 
ship without a country. 

As she has no official existence un- 
derany flag, she cannot move from her 
dock without violating the laws of 
navigation, hence she has to be towed 
to New York by the Rescue without 
even the dignity of being a barge. 
Her situation is most unique. 

The Hero was a vessel 322 feet 
long 4 feet wide and 29$ feet depth 
of hold, registering 1,779 tons net, 
that hailed from Bergen, Norway. 
She came to Baltimore in 1901 as a 
Norwegian steamer, and loaded a full 
cargo of coal for Colon, Central Amer- 
ica. On the voyage out she was 
caught in a northern and blown 
ashore off Colon. The owners aban- 
doned her to the insurance com- 
panies, who in turn abandoned her to 
the wrecking company. During these 
transactions her Norwegian papers 
were carried off and 6he lost her na- 
tionality. 

The wrecking company succeeded 
in floating the vessel and towing her 
to New York. Later she was brought 
to Baltimore to be rebuilt by the Bal- 
timore Drydock company at a cost of 

$80,000. 

Costly Weddings for Guest*.

ourte the interest was stimulated 
at the outset by the. fact that Prof. 
Iiorenz came in order to perform the 
so-called "bloodless operation," de- 
Tised by himself, to correct the deform- 
ity of the. child of one of our million- 
aires. It is also, as the Indepen- 
dent remarks editorially, "partly 
due to the fact that the presence of the 
distinguished foreign surgical visJtor 
has been taken advantage of to secure 
the extension of the benefits of bU 
operation to some of the poorer 
classes in our large cities w ho happen 
to be suffering' from the same deform- 
ity"— congenital dislocation of the 
hip. There is no doubt, however, the 
writer thinks, that the attention awak- 
ened can lw> attributed also to the fact 
that deformity appeals to universal 
sympathy, and that durii,^ the last 
generation or two a larger humani- 
tarian spirit haa developed. The writer 
goes on to say: 

"Prof. Lorenz does not come to 
teach our American orthopedic sur- 
geons — our specialists in the treat- 
ment of deformed children— something 
they did not know before. Lorenz's 
operation has been practiced in this 
country for almost if not quite a dec- 
ade of years; and some of the best re- 
sults attained by tfie use of the meth- 
od Invented by the Vienna professor 
have been reported from America.

JHadisonville Road to Be the 
Next Acadamized. 



H«re and *g*Here. 
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Contractor Duke is to Be Put to 
Work On North Christian 
Highway. 



Work on the ChuTch Hill pike U 
-to be stopped and Contractor C, 
G. Duke, who bad tbe work in hand, 
"has been transferred to the Madis- 
onville road and practically all of

Several of them refuted to wait oa f 
the negroes, but finally two agreed 
to do so. Senator" Smoot himself 
superintended the seating arrange- 
ments.
